Identification of the Principle Proposed Amendments of a Substantive Nature Discussed: 

The Examiner and Applicants' representative discussed proposed claim amendments to 
claim 1 in order to overcome prior art rejections. More specifically, the Examiner and 
Applicants' representative discussed proposed claim amendments that make it clear that only 
some, but not all, processing of behaviors of the same category are delegated by an external 
component to a core engine. 

The General Thrust of the Principal Arguments of Applicants and the Examiner: 

The Examiner and Applicants' representative generally discussed the similarities and 
differences between Applicants' invention and the Gessner reference. Applicants' representative 
argued that Gessner does not teach an external component delegating some processing of 
behaviors of the same category to a core engine. The Examiner maintained his position stating 
that Gessner teaches an external component delegating all processing of behaviors of the same 
category to a core engine, wherein delegating "all" processing can include delegating "some" 
processing. Applicants' representative respectfully disagreed.
